Dear Mr. Peterson; 


At the last regular meeting of the 
Rocky Ridge Repeater Group, held on 
September 12, 1979, the steering com- 
mittee reported that K6POU/RPT did not 
desire to meet and work out a new a- 
greement for the shared use of 147.66/ 
~06 with the RRRG/MDARC repeater 
WROAHK. Since all parties agreed that 
the old arrangement had been repeated- 
ly violated, it was considered no 
longer in effect. 


Your original proposal was accepted on 
the grounds that having K6POU/RPT 
active on alternate weekends would ben- 
efit the RRRG/MDARC. Since K6POU/RPT 
was coming up during the week when it 
WaS not supposed to be and intention- 
ally jamming WR6AHK, the situation had 
become totally unacceptable and clear- 
ly not to the benefit of the approx- 
imately 100 members. You also told us 
that you considered the frequency san- 
ction to belong to the RRRG/MDARC and 
that your adding your repeater call to 
our sanction was only to give .66/.06 
some protection. You also assured us 
that all of your members who had the 
ability to turn your repeater on, were 
members of the RRRG. This is no longer 
true. In fact, you yourself have 
dropped out and are no longer a member. 


After much discussion at our meeting 
(which not surprisingly, had a very 
large turnout) it was decided by a u- 
nanimous vote to terminate our agree- 
ment with K6POU/RPT and respectfully 
request that your repeater not operate 
on 147.66/.06 anymore. 


The general consenous was that your re= 
peater is a very good repeater and if 
you are still interested in doing any 
public service work for the MDARC, then 
obtaining another pair, if you can, 
would work out to everyone's benefit.

The Mt. Diablo Repeater Association, 
all of them members in good standing 
of MDARC, have available for the gen= 
eral club usage, K6POU/Rpt on the 
Summit of Mt. Diablo. Several years 
ago the officers of the repeater group 
and club asked for q machine on Mt. 
Diablo. Why, now, is there neither 
need nor desire for that machine? 


The machine's purpose was to provide 
coverage for areas not readily access- 
able to WR6AHK especially in the di- 
Ssaster-prone areas of the Delta and 
east county. It is also beneficial to 
have another repeater in case of fail- 
ure of the other, again especially in 
case of emergency. With POU and AHK 
we have total coverage of the bay and 
river regions, 


We feel that both machines are necess- 
ary and should be kept in operation, 
This will continue to provide versa- 
tility and total communications for OUR 
area. Today (Sept. 30), because POU 
was not available, we even heard a sug- 
gestion that an amateur and CB unit be 
put into operation to cover the east 
county on future bike-athons, Why 
don't we just have the CBer's set up 
another REACT? 


The Mt. Diablo Repeater Association, 
who represents a portion of MDARC, rec= 
ommends the availability and use of 
both machines for the general member- 
Ship and that this be accomplished as 
soon aS possible.
